Nswman, 
representing th e lndnatriai Home, an 
incorporated inatitution, of U tah, ad- 
dreeeed the Senate Com m ittee on Edu­ 
cation aud Labor to-day, advooatiug an 
appropriation for the eopport of th a t in­ 
stitution. 
She is endorsed by the Utah 
Commission, by Chief Joetice Zsne and 
his associates, by az Governor Murray 
and the G entile clergy of th e Territory. 
T he objeot of th e institution is to fit for 
self-support such of tb s womeii and girls 
of U tah as wiali or can be iaduoed 
to escape the evils of polygamy. 
I t ie 
proposed to teach ihe duties of domes­ 
tic service and anoh of the tradea and 
professions as women ere fitted for by 
means of a bureau of information, to 
find employment in the States for grad­ 
uates of th e inatitution and supply them 
with th e means to g st along. 
Mr#. 
Newman made au eloquent address d e ­ 
picting forcibly the horrors of polyga­ 
mous life a* dsssribed to her by the 
women who had suffered, and stated it as 
the belief of tb e intelligent Gentiles of 
th e Territory that, if the opportunity of 
escape 
were 
offered, 
many 
M or­ 
mon women 
who 
are 
now 
in a 
condition 
of 
slavery 
would 
be 
rescued. 
The Mormon Legislature, ahe 
said, could n ot be depended on, of 
course, to support any Institution of this 
kind. 
The Gentiles of the Territory 
who were there to make their fortunes 
could not identify themaolves w ith It, 
since that would result in business ostra­ 
cism, snd tb s Gentile missionaries bad 
not the means to support the institution. 
Mrs. 
Newman represented th e local 
sentim ent among the Gentile portion of 
th e U tah community as favoring, first, 
th e governm ent of th e Territory by a 
commission, and, second, th e disfran­ 
chisement ef women in the Territory.

W indfalls and culle 
will not bring good prices, aud do uol 
help to braou the pnoe of good fruit. 
This m arket may be a convenient 
dumping ground for tbe aortiugs; but 
shippers should n ot complain of low 
price* when they send th e leavings here 
and ship the good fruit east. 
There are 
some who have shipped good fruits 
here. T hat they have not obtained bet­ 
ter prices i* due to a considerable ex - 
tau t to tbe flooding of tbe m arket with 
windfalls aud culls by other shippers. 
We question w hether there is another 
oity of the same size in the United States 
th a t can absorb so many oranges as ihi» 
and maintain prices; and w s believe that 
shippers would profit by paying more 
attention to the quality aud oondition of 
th e fruit they send here.

State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion Heard from. 


ADVICE TO THE SUFEKVISOBS 


Great 
Difference 
Between 
the 
Appraised Value and the As­ 
sessed Value. 


Yesterday afternoon Messrs. Markley 
and Morahousa. of th e State Board of 
Equalisation, and Controller Donn ap­ 
peared before our Board of Superviaori 
and save the latter named body aome 
sago, fatherly advice, together arith a 
little data on the anbjeot of valuation 
and 
aasesament of 
property in this 
county, gathered by the members of the 
State Board during their aojoarn in 
thia 
region 
of th e 
country. 
Mr.- 
Markley acted as spokesman for the 
pirates who have invaded our territory, 
and made a short addreea to the Board 
of Superviaors. 
H e snid th at it was 
the desire and intention of th e Board 
of Equalisation to malte the easeeamente 
of property throughout the S tate as 
nearly equal as poaaible, and to see that 
each county bears its abare of th e bar­ 
den of taxation. 
T ha Board had found 
that banks in taking mortgages on real 
estate advanced from fifty to sixty per 
cent, of the value of eeid real estate, 
and they had found th a t wbare the 
banks valued a piece of property offered 
for security at $10,000, the aaaeesor had 
valued it At $4000. 
Another method 
which had been adopted by the Board, he 
said, to ascertain the true value of prop­ 
erly wa* to lake th e court records where 
appraisements bad been ordered of es­ 
tates and compare the appraised value 
with the smeased value. He said th at ow­ 
ing to the great boom in real estate iu Loa 
Angeles county the Board bad declined 
to take into consideration the aeliiug or 
asking prices of property, preferring lo 
take the appraised value as fairer to the 
people. 
He said th a t the Board was 
possessed of no desire to raise the assessed 
valuation of property in thia oounly, 
but merely wanted to see th at each 
county paid a reasonable proportion of 
.Slate taxes. 
The Board had collected a 
little data, in fact, had examined the 
appraisementa of 1CI0 eatatea In Loe An- 
gales oouuty and compared them with 
the assessments. 
For th e edification of 
the Board of Superviaora he proceeded 
to read a few of these oomparisoue, as 
follows: E itat* of Avery, appraised at 
$800, assessed at $386.

held by oitizen* called for $123,698 and 
were assessed at $101,616. 
Mr. Markley aaid th a t the State Boird 
w hen it reieed a county put on a lump 
a im. and they did not want to d o it in 
this osan. 
He urged the aeseesor and 
Board of Supervisors to discrim inate in 
the valuation of property and make a 
fair araeaament. 
Mr. Morehouse sai l that it was a poor 
plan fer the Board to w ait until th e as­ 
sessment rolls were brought in. 
Ho 
urged the Hoard to insist on the assessor 
correcting hia rolla and to send np a 
list to Sacramento th a t the State Board 
can examina and send back w ith the 
statem ent that you have done your 
duty. 
"W e don’t w ant rolle th a t we 
have to cor ect and raise. 
Don’t wait 
until complaints are made about the 
rolls, because complaints a rt always 
mad* by property owners th at e*«ele­ 
ments are too high." 
Controller Dunn aaid tha State Board 
bad been abused enough for raising Loa 
Aogeles county and they did n o t want 
to do it again. 
The members of the 
S tate Board"then retired.
